Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Examiner discussed the proposed amendment with her 
supervisor, Ula Ruddock, in response to the in-person interview. The proposed amendment will overcome the 103 
combination of Rock in view of Hunneke but at this point the Examiner believes that another search might provide 
another 103 combination with Rock. The Examiner suggested to clarify the "fiber pillars" of claim 14 by adding a height 
to differentiate from other sanded fabric surfaces. The Examiner brought other art to the attention of the Applicant: US
